Before they come, they know 
that by going to a certain banker they 
will find employment. My Impression 
is that the Italian Immigrants prefer 
to be under the control of the padrone."

I'recioiis relic<. dug out 
here uud there from (■las>ic ^ti Mind, have seen 
the light of the day, llhi^;.rauni; .biiibiiiil i v^ uls 
and solving mighty problems. In antiquity aud 
h: i.>r:, value not one of tbom aurpamaa tbe 
imporiaucc of aslab with an arcbate Inscription 
f >und a few w*«k* ago "in situ" under tbe cele- 
brated black stone or "lapis nlger." Unfortu- 
nately tbe upper portion of tbe And ia B&isilng. 
A fac-simlle bas bean pabllahad by tb* Italian 
uovemmeat la paapblat form, with photo- 
grapba and aolantldfl aotaa. Tb* archsralogiat, 
Olaoomo Boni, glvaa all th* dclalla eoBoomloK 
tb* diaoovtry. 

Tb* l*am*d aobolar maotlona th* aaored pre- 
olncta where, near a small ahrine, waa dug oat tbe 
slab covered with ao inscription In latlar* of tbe 
most ancient Latin alphabat. Thra tollowa a 
dissertation of Profeaaor Oamnrrioi on tbe pal- 
ejfff'apby ot the monument. This scholar pro- 
foundly versed In Italian epigraphy, haviug 
thoroughly studied the writing finds a perfecj 
similarity between this inscrlptiou and tbe one 
engraved on the Ktrnsi au vase of Kormello 
found in Vel.

By 
maaa* of thia oemparatlve method, ralaed now 
to th* importano* of a aBlanltgc aystam, a* alao 
determines the aenaa'Of th* Inaerlptton. The 
stone baa been aeen aaain, parbapa, aflar the 
lapse of 22K9 years ; probably it was broken dur- 
ing tbe Gallic invasion, three buadrad year* be- 
fore Christ, aud buried ttiidcr the ralna o^ tba 
burned city. In fact there are words and axprea- 
■ions on It entirely new, and were unknown to 
Varo, Verrlus Flaccus and to other ancient In- 
vestigators I'f Roman anli jultii s, All a^ree in 
the conclusion that tbe relic t)elongs to tlie regal 
p Tiod and contains a decree of the "juH sacrum" 
or sacred law. With the concise style peculiar 
tj that age the legislator prescribes I lie time 
and [ilace for holding certain Hacrillclal rites and 
lb- kind of v.rtiiiis to be ollVred. Therein are 
iiu'iitioned tlie names ol two sacerdotal dignitar- 
ies, the "lli\ sacrillculus,' a high iiontiir, aud 
the "Kex calator," designating a minor rank. 

This 'monument, illustrated by the best au- 
tborltlaa among Italian scholars, bas been placed 
in tba national museum. No one doubts that 
tbe hlstorlco-archaeologloal value of tbe prec- 
ious slab, and tbe meaning of Ita arcbaeio In- 
scription will provoke a aplrited diacusiion 
among the followan of oppoaite aohoola. For

The Hell Known and Darisg Balloonist, 
Has a Thrilling Bxperieaeeat A1-. 
legbeay, Pa. 



(Pittibnrg Post, July 2a.] 
Fell on a church steeple, remained there 

suspended in mid air fifteen minutes and 
escaped without a scratch ! Such was the 
feat, tbe predicament and the condition 
of Jack Cassell, the "only man who makes 
his leap for life from a balloon with a par- 
achute while hanging by his heels, bead 
foremoet, from a trapeze, making a drop 
of 400 feet iMfore the parachute opens." 

Cassell bas been daily and nightly per- 
forming his wonderful feats at the Elks' 
carnival, Allegheny. ' Yesterdsy was the 
la?t (lay. It caiue very near being Cas- 
sell's laa.t day on earth. It ia bis business 
to leave the earth, but yesterday he came 
near traveling to that bourne from which 
no balloonist retonu in a parachute. 

There was a large crowd at the Elks' 
yesterday afternoon when the professor 
Kot ready for his ascension. To see the 
balloon fill with hot air was an instruc- 
tion to the people and they wanted to 
learn things. They saw the gauzy silk 
fill with tbe fumes which ascended from 
tbe hole in the ground, where countless 
barrel staves were homing; they saw the 
silken Ideality float giddily aloft; tbev 
saw it soar skyward with the intrepid 
professor hanging on to the trapese 
below the parachute, liplow the baloon. 
Up, up she went, while the spectators 
held their breath and assured themselvee 
that they were not the least bit in tbe 
world exciteil and that balloon ascensions 
were all in a lifetime. 

Presently the professor cut the rope 
which held the parachute to the balloon. 
The gppctators couldn't see him do it; 
Me wa.s but a speck. But they saw him 
drop— drop like a stone. Presently the 
parachute opened and the drop was re- 
tarded. Tbe parachnte was still de- 
soending, but not at the great rate of 
speed first noticeable. The-profes8or''dId 
bis little bit" on tbe trapese, tricks of the 
horiaontal bar and the flying trapese, as 
the parachute came earthward. 

The parachute was making toward 
Beech street and Allegheny avenue, and 
finallv stuck on tbe steeple of the Calvary 
M. E. Church. 

There was great excitement in tbe 
neighborhood and quite a number of peo- 
ple ran for tbe hook and ladder company. 
Tbe professor was the only man wbo did 
not appear to be worrying. He sat on 
bis oostable perch and shouted iustruc- 
tiona to tho crowd below. From his 
pocket he took a string which be lowered. 
By the striiig he hoisted up a rope which 
he made fast on the cornice of the steeple, 
aud by which be descended to tbe ground. 

"It was this way," said the professor. 
"I always make it a point to see that there 
ii an open space below me before I cut 
the rope. I did that to-day. Where I 
made my mistake was in allowing myself 
to go up too high. I dropped, with my 
head downward, banging on my heels, 
then did my little acrobatic business and 
carihht hold of the bar ready to make the 
rest of the de8cent|feet downward. And 
then it was I realised the error I had 
made in going up too high. The wind 
blew me against thejsteeple. I thought 
I could slide down the side, but there 
were too many blamed stones sticking 
out. But I got down all right." 

Only that and nothing more. It never 
seemed to occur to htm that he had Just 
been risking his life while trying to res- 
cue the parachute. It was all in the day's 
work, and not worth mentionlag. It wu 
business.
